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Upcoming DECA changes  
There is a new version of the electronic version of the Devereux Early Childhood 
Assessment (e-DECA) which we will begin using for all of ECEAP in fall 2010. DEL will 
purchase the e-DECA license and per-child uses for each ECEAP contractor. We will no 
longer purchase paper DECA. Here’s why we are making the change: 
 

 The new e-DECA 2.0 is easier to use and does not have the glitches in the older 
version. Nationwide, many people made the switch this year and are very 
positive about the new Web-based platform. 
 

 Devereux will show-and-tell this version at the April ECEAP Directors meeting. 
 

 Contractors will be able to print paper DECA forms for parents from e-DECA. 
 

 It will be MUCH easier for DEL to order DECA and compile the annual results. 
 

 This will allow infant, toddler, and preschool assessments on one database. 
 

 Only six of 40 ECEAP contractors used the paper version of DECA this year.  
 
The old e-DECA 1.0 will still be available to view previous year’s data. The old data will 
not transfer into the new system. Contractors will need to set up “classes” again in e-
DECA, but then it will work more smoothly than before.  
 
Be sure to complete the DECA survey at www.surveymonkey.com/s/3FTGR6Q by 
March 30 to order DECA parent guides and request training. Your e-DECA will be 
ordered automatically, based on your number of slots for next year. If you want to order

The last question of the DECA survey is in regards to the Child Enrollment Form (CEF). 
If the state legislature makes changes to ECEAP eligibility, DEL may develop a new 
CEF. If this occurs, we will want to quickly translate the form into the languages you 
need. This question asks you to indicate the language(s) you would use in the paper 
version of the CEF. 
 
 
Check EMS for Incomplete Child Enrollment Forms (CEF)  
The ECEAP Management System (EMS) has many CEFs with errors. DEL needs 
complete and accurate demographic and other child information for legislators’ and 
researchers’ requests. Please check your EMS Error/Incomplete Report and make any 
corrections needed as soon as possible. This report can be found using the following 
pathway on the EMS: CEF>Reports>Error/Incomplete Records>General-Excludes 
Medical/Dental/Immunization Errors>Sort by Site Code.

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Service Area Agreements 
The ECEAP contract states, “The Contractor must execute written service area 
agreements with neighboring Head Start and ECEAP programs.” These agreements 
must include: 
 

 A plan for co-operative assessment of community needs and strengths. 
 

 Enrollment and service area boundaries for each Contractor. 
 

 A process of referral of families between agencies. 
 

 Joint staff and parent training opportunities, if applicable. 
 

 Commitment to communication and problem resolution. 
 

The purpose of these agreements is to ensure that agencies cooperate to fill all ECEAP 
and Head Start classrooms and serve the children most in need in each community. 
Agreements are required when service areas abut or overlap and there is potential for 
recruitment of the same families. These must be updated, signed, and sent to DEL by 
May 30, 2010.
